Boyles resigned in. the face of 
severe criticism growing out of his 
failure to take action against the 
Terminal Railroad Association, 
which used high-volatile coal in 30 
locomotives for six months. In a 
statement expressing regret at the 
Smoke Commissioner’s resigna- 
tion, Ford declared: 

“I was aware of his (Boyles’) 
attitude toward’ this situation, and 
as'a citizen I saw nothing wrong 
with it, as I was fully convinced 
there was nothing else to do.” 

Boyles and Ford took the view 
that the-.shortage of smokeless 
fuel provided the Terminal with 
a good defense for violating the 
antismoke: ordinance, and _ that 
publicity would have endangered

PILOT KEEPS VOW; 
DIVES HIS CRIPPLED 
B-25 INTO JAP SHIP 


A FORWARD AIRBASE, New 
Guinea, Jan. 30 (Delayed) (AP). 
—The pilot of a stricken Mitchell 
bomber dived it into a Japanese 
merchant ship in Hansa Bay, on 
the northern coast of New Guinea, 
today, thus fulfilling a pledge. 

“I'll never allow myself or the 


crew to be taken as Jap prison- 
ers, for I feel certain in that case 
we all would be killed anyhow,” 
he had said. “If the time ever 
comes when I see we can’t get 
away, we are going in the great- 
est burst of fire possible.” 

(His name presumably was 
withheld pending notification of 
next of kin, but he was one of 
the ablest and most widely re- 
spected airmen in the Southwest 
Pacific.) 

Two Lightning pilots were ring- 
side observers of the death plunge 
of the B-25, whose right engine 
and right wing were in flames.

May Have to Use F. B.'I. 
to Track Down Those 
Responsible for Atroci- 
ties, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt told a press 
conference today that the Japa- 
nese responsible for atrocities on 
American troops in the Philip- 
pines would be tracked down and 
punished. He said the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation might 
have to be brought into action 
against them. 

He was reminded that when it 
was learned the Japanese had exe- 
cuted American flyers who 
bombed Tokyo he had promised 


that the guilty Japanese would be 
sought out and punished and he 
was asked whether the same 
would be done again. There is no 


question, he said, that that will. 


apply to all the guilty Japanese in 
the Philippines. 

The President expressed a view 
that the atrocities provided a 
pretty good slant on Japanese. 
mentality and he added that we 
are moving as fast as humanly 
possible. 

Scant Hope of Better Treatment. 

Repeated failure of diplomatic 
efforts by this Government to curb 
Japanese atrocities apparently has 
left the thousands of Americans 
still in enemy hands with scant 
hope of better treatment. The 
only hope still held by some mili- 
tary leaders and Government ex- 
perts on Japanese psychology is 
that the Tokyo militarists soon 
will see the handwriting on the 
wall. 

To make it plainer that the day 
of reckoning is not too far dis- 
tant, Senator Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico, demanded that the war in 
the Pacific be stepped up immedi- 
ately.

550 planes were downed in this 
area in January alone. 

Tobera and Lakunai _ airfields, 
protecting Rabaul, have been ren- 
dered temporarily unserviceable 
by this latest assault, the South 
Pacific spokesman reported, Solo- 
mons-based planes under Adm. 
William F. Halsey’s command 
have been striking htavy daily 
blows at Rabaul, as well as at re- 
maining Japanese positions in 
Bougainville, Northern Solomons. 

Attack “On Schedule.” 

The campaign to neutralize Jap- 
 anese air power at Rabaul is “on 
schedule,” Vice-Adm. Aubrey W. 
Fitch, Washington, D. C., South 
Pacific air commander, declared. 

“I can’t say when it will be 
knocked out,” he said, “but we're 
on schedule.” , 

He said the Japanese were 
weakening their air strength ma- 
terially at other points of the Pa- 
cific war in order to “put their 
best foot forward” at Rabaul. He 
added that the enemy is expend- 
ing his choice carrier pilots in 
Rabaul air battles. 

A few months ago, Fitch said, 
the Rabaul harbor frequently con- 
tained 40 to 50 warships and as 
many cargo vessels, Now, he said, 
flyers seldom see more than two 
warships there and almost never 
more than eight or 12 cargo ships, 
This proved, the Admiral asserted; 
that the harbor already has been 
made untenable as a major ship- 
ping point. 

Two Jap Freighters Sunk. 

Allied bombers were reported 
today to have destroyed two 2500- 
ton freighters in Hansa Bay, 
northwest of the Japanese base of 
Madang, New Guinea. A smaller 
cargo ship was left in flames. 

Aerial support also has aided 
Australian and American ground 
troops, and one force of Aussies 
is nearing Reiss Point, on their 
coastal push toward the Ameri- 
cans’ widening invasion wedge at 
Saidor, below Madang. 

Despite their heavy losses, Jap- 
anese air power was not entirely 
inactive in the South-Southwest 
Pacific area.

FEDERATION OF VIRTUALLY ALL 
AMERICAN SHIPPING FORMED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (AP).— 
Formation of the National Fed- 
eration of American Shipping, 


comprising virtually all ocean- 
going shipping of the country, has 
been announced to promote “an 
adequate privately owned, Ameri- 
can merchant marine.” 

Similar in scope to the General 
Council of British Shipping and 
- the Association of American Rail- 
ways, the feaeration elected Al- 
mon E. Roth of San Francisco, 
shipping executive, as president. 

The federation, formed by five 
existing shipping associations, out-

Carroll L. Beedy, committee 
counsel, introduced in the record 
letters and memoranda from a 
Mrs. Pauline McKinney Moore, 
who was employed by the REA 
when Craig was there, in which 
she referred to confidential work 
being performed for Craig in 
Mexico and New York. It was 
brought out that she and Craig 
had declined to answer the ques- 
tions of a Department of Agricul- 
ture investigator shortiy before 
Craig quit REA under pressure 
last May 15. 

The report of the Department of 
’ Agriculture investigator, Nelson E. 
. Hubel, dated July 19, 1943, as in- 
' troduced in the record, said, in 
part: “An investigation has been 
“made of the reported activities of 
Craig and Mrs. Moore, formerly a 
junior administrative assistant in 
the Washington liaison office of 
the REA, in connection with the 
promotion of various enterprises 
in Mexico. 

“The attention of the depart- 
ment was directed to these activi-/ 
ties as the result of an inquiry 
which was made of the depart- 
‘ment about Mrs. Moore’s employ- 
ment status and official duties, by 
a Government agency concerned 
with the internal security of the 
United States. 

“The investigation disclosed 
that for some time Mrs. Moore 
had been in communication and 
personal contact with several per- 
sons, both in Mexico and _ the 
United States, relative to the. pro- 
motion of rural electrification, 
aviation, shipbuilding and other 
enterprises and industries in 
Mexico; that some of the indi- 
viduals with whom she was nego- 
tiating were suspected of beng 
engaged or having been engage 
in subversive activities pertaining 
to the internal security of the 
United States; and that, although 
the negotiations were made 
covertly, they were carried on 
with Mr. Craig’s knowledge and 
approval, and with a view to the 
eventual procurement of open of- 
ficial support. 

“It was ascertained also that in 
the furtherance of these plans, 
Mrs. Moore visited Mexico and 
New York City, traveling to the 
border and to New York City, 
with Mr. Craig's approval, at the 
expense of the REA...” 

The report also showed that, on 
Sept. 30, 1942, Mrs. Moore wrote 
a letter to a G. D. (Peck) Wood- 
side, in care of the Compania 
Aeronautical del Sur, at Villaher- 
mosa, Tabasco, Mexico, in which 
she was about to visit Washing- 
ton to see Craig, and, before do- 
“ing so, wanted to know about all 
“developments” in Mexico. 

Woman's Activities. . 

Mrs. Moore, it was said, also 
was in communication at the time 
with John N. Krieger of Mexico 
City, talking to him about “avia- 
tion and shipbuilding.” The ex- 
act activities of Mrs. Moore in 
this connection were not brought 
out at this time, but it was in- 
dicated that she and Craig were 
engaged in far-flung aviation, 
and electrification 
enterprises, apparently with the 
view to selling supplies for these 
projects to the Mexican Govern- 
ment. 

Investigator’s Report. 

The investigator’s report said 
that Krieger was an officer of the 
Aeronautica firm, was known to 
be promoting the Tabasco Devel- 
opment Co., which operated in 
Mexico and Central America, that 
he had little funds of his own, and 
was known to be associated finan- 
cially with Phillip Frances Groes- 
beck, described as a wealthy man 
of German extraction. 

Groesbeck, the report went on, 
was known to have supplied Krie- 
ger with funds, and had bought a 
ranch for him in Mexico. Groes- 
beck was employed at a nominal 
salary by the Missouri Schoo] for 
the Blind, it was said, and had 
his mail delivered to him through: 
a St. Louis law firm. 2

As related, in effect, by Wood- 
bridge, the transaction was han- 
died as follows: 

The company called in the old 
preferred stock on short formal 
notice, giving holders the last Sun- 
day and Monday in November, 
1988, to obtain interim receipts for 
their shares at a special down- 
town office. Their stock was held 
in the company treasury and they 
were “not entitled” to vote on the 
new issue under the provision of 
the State Constitution. Only the 
owner of the common stock — 
North American Co., huge holding 
concern and a defendant in 
Boehm’s suit—voted on the new 
issue; “it would have been almost 
a human impossibility to get the 
consent of every. one of the old 
preferred stockholders.” ~~ 

By North American's Vote. 

By North American's vote, early 
in 1939, the company charter was 
amended to provide for 750,000 
shares of preferred stock, “‘to cov- 
er financing requirements for a 
long time to come,” and the first 
block issued was the new. 130,000 
shares. In answer to Pugliese’s 
argument that the action was con- 
trary to the people’s constitutional 
mandate, Woodbridge asserted: 
“The whole thing was done within 
the framework of that mandate.” 

The short time allowed for old 
stockholders to trade for new 
shares was fixed between Union 
Plectric and the underwriters of 
the issue, Dillon, Read & Co., 
North American's, bankers, he 
said, but he expressed doubt there 
was any ulterior motive in includ- 
ing a Sunday in this period and 
he denied that Dillon, Read had 
sought to keep the new issue out 
of the public’s hands as much as 
it could.

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How to Absorb Returning Players Baseball’s Major Problem, Frick Says 


‘Farm Club | Wabash Found Meramec Cavern Closed 


Question Is 
Secondary 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1 (AP). 
The recent discussions of base- 
bail’s farm system — for and 
against—may have led to the be- 
lief that when baseball’s postwar 
planning committee meets Satur- 
day, the minor league setup will 
be the principal problem. 

That idea, according to Ford 
C. Frick, National League presi- 
dent and a member of the com- 
mittee,<s all wrong. Frick doesn’t 
believe there will be much talk 
about farms at the outset because 
there are more immediate prob- 
lems to settle. 

The most pressing matter still 
is how the ball players who re- 
turn from the services when the 
war ends can be absorbed. That, 
he says “affects the fairly imme- 
diate future. If the war should 
end, say, in the middle of next 
summer we would have to have 
the machinery ready to take care 
of these men. 

“We don’t know where we could 
use them or when; whether a fel- 
low who has been in the ‘Aves a 
couple of years still can play ma- 
jor league baseball or how long it 
will take him to get into shape. 
Our problem is to provide enough 
flexibility to cover all contingen- 
cies,” 

The National League president 

also pointed out the legal require- 
ment that a baseball club, just 
like any other business, must re- 
employ a returning soldier in ap- 
proximately the same position that 
he held before the war within 40 
days after he applies for reinstate- 
ment. Under present conditions, 
with major league clubs restricted 
to 25 active players and a reserve 
list of 40, the only solution would 
be to release enough men to make 
room for those who returned. 
_ “We also have the attitude of 
the public to consider,” Frick 
added. “We can’t throw these 
men into the minors until they’ve 
had a chance to get in shape and 
show what they can do.”

American soldiers in an ambush attack on New Georgia Island | 
fast July, J. Norman Lodge, Associated Press war correspondent, | 
wrote in a story from there last July which inspired one of the first | 
atrocity posters printed by the Army in this war.

The story said a force of 300 
Japanese broke through the Mun- 
da trail and attacked a litter con- 
voy along the Bairoko River near 
what formerly was a frontline of 
foxholes. Eyewitnesses estimated, 
20 out of the 40 litter cases were 
killed. ° 

A detail of 25 Americans guard- 
ing a waterhole on the trail had 
received word of the Japanese ad- 
vance and rushed to the aid of the 
convoy. Lt. Nicholas T. Kliebert, 
former Michigan National Guards- 
man who had charge of the de- 
tail, gave Lodge this account of 
the attack: 


“The Japs who got through to 


atrocity against civilians in the | 
Manila area came about two 


months after we were interned. §' 


It involved the burial alive of | 
three Britishers—one dominion | 
citizen and two Englishmen, The | 


‘Englishmen were young seamen | 


‘officers and noncommissioned of- 


one of our litter cases propped the 
man against a tree and five Japs 
took turns bayoneting him. I got 
three of them. Several times we 
saw Japs pull blankets off litter 
cases and then line up and take 
turns macheting them. 


“They cut one of the poor lads 
from the top of his head to his 
feet, meanwhile laughing delirious- 
ly. — shot him through the 
head. 


“We couldn't stand that, so we 
let the oncoming hordes alone and 
turned the now cooled-off rifles 
into the Japs among our wounded 
and killed six of them.: But the 
others kept up their dirty work. 

“One of them evidently was an 
officer, for he had a sword. Using 
both hands, he raised the weapon 
overhead to strike one of our men. 
In dofng so he cleaved the head off 
one of his own men, who was 
standing behind him. 

“By this time, other Japs had 
got into the foxhole area and 
were dumping our wounded off 
the litters, which they used to 
carry back their own wounded. 

“Five more of our boys, now 
freed from the job of.taking back 
the wounded, dashed in swinging 
their bayonets and knives. Many 
Japs fell dead, but only after they 
had hacked to death a number of 
litter cases, including officers. 

“But the Japs were not through. 
They started a systematic grenad- 
ing of the foxholes in which the 
walking wounded had taken ref- 
uge. They had cleaned out four 
holes and I was in the fifth with 
a private, whose name I do not 
know. He said ‘Let’s make a run 
for it. All they can do is shoot us 
down.’ We ran 

Later, lying ‘in the#bush, Lt. 
Kliebert heard some sharp com- 
mands and stealing forward “we 
saw some Japs with one of our 
wounded putting him through 
close-order drill. When the lad 
fell they’d kick him and prod him 
with a bayonet. 

“They finally grew tired of their 
game and dragged the lad into the 
bushes,” Lt. Kliebert said. “I 
don’t know what happened to him, 
but I can guess.” 


JAPANESE CRUEL 
TO CIVILIANS ALSO

When the triumphant Japanese 
marched into Manila Jan. 2, 1942, 
‘they proclaimed that “enemy” 
civilians, including me, were to 
be taken into “protective custody.” 

That puzzled us, but we finally 
decided they meant they were 
protecting us against themselves. 
We needed no protection from our 
Filipino and Chinese friends in 
Manila. 

We lived to learn the Japanese 
definition of protective custody. 
They meant that we would be sub- 
jected to the death penalty in 
some cases and to a living death— 
insanity—in others. 

The military police were ruth- 
less in handling Americans,

But it does impress 
you after it has happened several 
times in a row.

To Stop 36 Per Cent Interest 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “Michigan’s Small Loan 
Action,” is a worthy contribution to the 
situation. In Missouri, we have a good 
group of citizens and it is usually 
responsive to a just cause. But the 
small loan business is a vicious thing 
and it does not seem to have been given 
the serious thought of our good people, 

I cannot understand why we as a 
group, enjoying a privileged citizenship, 
will allow one group of our citizens to 
exploit another by operation of the 
small loan business as it is now con- 
. ducted. I have always 
opinion that we can never expect our 
poor to become self-sustaining, and to 
be able to lift themselves up to a higher 
level, unless we provide ways to take 
care of such matters as the small loan 
business. No man can expect ever to 
Tree himself from debt if all through 
life he is in the clutches of the small 
loan shark and has to pay interest on 
his loans of 36 per cent, which you state 
is now the maximum rate under our 
laws, 

There is an answer to this problem. 
I suggest that our next Legislature be 
asked to pass legislation providing for 
a Mutual Savings Bank Division for the 
purpose of creating mutual banks to 
make all such loans at interest rates in 
- Mo case about 5 per cent on the annual 
basis. The State can issue bonds to 
provide capital for such banks, which 
bonds can be liquidated at such time as 
earnings will permit the bond retire- 
ment. 

The State will profit by such a yen- 
ture, as it will raise our citizenship to 
a higher level, make a higher percentage 
of the citizens self-sustaining and bring 
them to a higher net earning basia for 
taxation. 

Our postwar program is involved in 
this matter. The problems of the poor 
are going to be more difficult after the 
war than they have ever been in the 
history of this country. If we can ex- 
pect to see. improvement within this 
class of citizens, we must find a way to 
help them secure their financing on a 
basis comparable to the terms available 
to the rich. This is purely a matter of 
good business horse sense. 

I suggest that we start now and get 
ready for the next session of the Legis- 
lature.

It may be quite true that the Terminal could 
not obtain smokeless coal. On the other hand, 
it may be dead wrong. Thus far, the company 


- has only niade the statement that smokeless coal 


was unavailable, and has asked the public to 
accept its statement on simple trust. 

The public may recall, however, that the com- 
pany has not always been accurate. Four years 
ago, when the smoke control ordinance was being 
voted upon, and the Terminal was attempting to 
insert an amendment granting railroads 'the spe- 
cial privilege of exemption from this law, the 
company declared compliance would cost it $800,- 
000 a year. Actually, the company’s shift to 
Diesel engines as a measure in compliance with 
the smoke control ordinance jas proved to be 
an economy of operation. 

- Could it be that the company is wrong again 
in its assertion that smokeless coal was unavail- 
able during the period when it was burning high- 
volatile coal? 

It could be. In any event, the company’s mere 
statement is not enough. The public would rath- 
er have positive proof one way or the other, and 
form its own opinion. 

The Terminal should be called upon by the city 
government to prove conclusively that it could 
not obtain a sufficient supply of smokeless fuel, 
that it compiled with the ordinance to the fur- 
thest Hmit of its ability. 

Did the company ask in the usual way for 
smokeless coal from the usual sources, and, on 
being turned down, fold its hands? Or did it 
take vigorous and unusual measures, as the emer- 
gency demanded? Did it go to the mines, and 
to the Federal Government, and strongly press 
a demand for smokeless fuel, as Mayor Kaufmann 
and Chairman Ford of the Smoke Elimination 
Committee did for domestic fuel users? 

The hard facts bearing on these points should 
be “brought out into the open. —

Will Industry Be Ready? 


St. Louis is getting an early taste of readjust- 
ments which necessarily must go along with the 
winding up of war contracts. If the dismissal 
of about 16,000 war plant workers in recent 
months has not created a serious unemployment 
problem, it is because other plants are increas- 
ing production and still need more workers. 

Because of the great variety of industry in the 


‘St, Louis district, the Government will find it 


possible to place new contracts here for war 
supplies which still are needed in great quan- 
tity. Completion of contracts in one category 
enables labor to shift to another. Now that labor 
has been released from some plants, the War 
Manpower Commission finds St. Louis has a 
sufficient labor reserve to justify classifying 
it as available for new contracts. 

The lesson for industry is one of preparedness. 
Even before the end of the war, there will be 
opportunity for some industries to shift to the 
production of civilian goods. Experiences of 
the present readjustment should help in this

His voice strong and clear amid the tempest 
of horrified anger with which a nation has re- 
ceived terrible truths about Japanese warfare, 
Senator Tom Connally has spoken the public 
mind about the Mikado, :

The Need for State Action 


Although the Senate moves toward passage of 
the Green-Lucas bill, there is no excuse for lag- 
gard states which have taken no steps toward 
guaranteeing two things: That men and women 
in uniform shall be able to vote in state elec- 
tions even though a uniform Federal ballot is 
provided; that state laws will be revised to in- 
sure the counting of all Federal ballots cast. 

Missouri, while Gov. Donnell “considers” cail- 
ing a special session and stalls on decisive ac- 
tion, is one of these laggard states. Arkansas, 
with a Constitution requiring a poll tax receipt 
ag a qualification for voting, is another. Okla- 
homa, a third, requires that a ballot be mailed 
upon request of the elector not more than 10. or 
less than five days previous to election, and that 
unless the ballot is presented by the elector's 
agent to his precinct election board during the 
hours polls are open, it is not counted. 

The story {fs sorrily the same from Connecticut, 
which requires personal registration along with 
Ohio, New Jersey, New Hampshire, Utah, Wyom- 
ing, Maryland, Nebraska and Minnesota (some 
require it only in municipalities above a specified 


population), to California, South Carolina's Leg- 


islature, now in session, may or may not make 
provision for absentee voting of soldiers, Of 
the 30-odd states which have no laws adequate 
to cover the ballots of service men and women, 
only 14 have scheduled special sessions. 

The votes of soldiers from these states will def- 
initely be counted and are protected by existing 
statutes: New York, North Dakota, Massachu- 


' getts, Montana, Florida, Georgia, Kansas, Maine, 


Oregon and West Virginia. Elsewhere in the 
nation, democracy hangs in suspension. It is 
phenomenal the way some public officials can 
eulogize from one side of their mouths the sacri- 
fices and accomplishments of service men, and 
yawn out of the other at their right to enfran- 
chisement,. 


A Hair-Splitting Bribery Reversal 

Joseph L. Ivanhoe and Edward F. Byrnes, St. 
Louis legislators convicted in Cole County Circuit 
Court -in connection with the bribery expose in 
the 1941 Legislature, appealed their 60-day jail 
terms and $100 fines to the Kansas City Court 
of Appeals. That was the convicted men’s privi- 
lege, but in sending the cases back for a new 
trial, on the ground of errors, the appellate court 
has engaged in the case of Ivanhoe, in what 
appears to be an extreme case of legalistic hair- 
splitting. 

In reversing the conviction in this case, the 
Court of Appeals said that an error had been 
committed when Judge Sam C. Blair instructed 
the jury that it was the defendant’s duty, as a 
legislator, to give impartial consideration to a 
bill. This is a truism. What bearing did it have, 
one ‘way or another, on the guilt or innocence 
of the accused legislator to whom it was applied? 
How did it jeopardize hig right to a fair. trial? 
Since the jury knew the accused to be a legisla- 


tor, how could mention of his obvious duty affect. 


its deliberations? 
It is disheartening to see a case involving such 
grave charges, and built up so laboriously, re- 


. versed on so slim a technicality.

The Constitution and Soldiers’ Votes 


Provisions for Federal control of national elections give authority 
for law that would enable service personnel to cast ballots and have 
them counted, Congressman says; denies Lucas-Worley bill violates 
state rights; those who fight entitled to voice in choice of leaders, 


Statement by Representative John J. Cochran of St. Louis; 
Reprinted from the Congressional Record 


The question that confronts us is wheth- 
er or not we really want those serving in 
the armed forces to vote for President, 
Vice-President, Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, and to have those votes 
counted as cast. 


Everyone will say Yes If that be true, 
why quibble? Somie raise the question of 
state rights. Let me impress upon you 
that if our armed forces do not win this 
war, there will be no such thing as state 
rights. 

As for me, I will make it plain between 
state rights and the right of 10,000,000 men 
and women in the armed forces to vote in 
November. I am not going to pay the least 
attention to dilatory arguments that have 
been advanced under the guise of state 
rights. 


. We were not seriously troubled with state 
rights when we passed the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Relief Act which protects members 
of our armed forces from the sale of their 
property to satisfy fax assessments, from 
foreclosure of mortgages on their property, 


from court action against them during 


their service’ and from the operation of 
statutes of limitations, 


One Law for All the States 


ft take the position Congress has the 
right to enact legislation that will permit 
those in the armed forces to vote for Fed- 
eral officials and to make it mandatory 
their votes be counted, ° 


In the states where registration is re- 
quired, I want to see that waived, 


When the War and Navy departments 
tell us they just cannot handle this mat- 
ter and comply with 48 different state laws, 
then it becomes our duty to pass a law 
that will govern in every state in the Union. 

The majority report holds the so-called 
Lucas-Worley bill would violate the Con- 
stitution, I do not agree with that view, 
but maintain Congress has jurisdiction 
if it exercises it. Section 4 of Article 4 
reads: . 

“The times, places and manner of hold- 
ing elections for Senators and Representa- 
tives shall be prescribed in each state by 
the Legislature thereof; but the Congress 
may at any time by law make or alter such 
regulations except as to the places of 
choosing Senators.” 

Therein you find authority for the pas- 
gage of proper legislation. It specifically 
provides Congress can by law make or alter 
state regulations. 


Where Federal Power Prevails 


No one can deny that under Article I, 
Section 4, Congress is given the power at 
any time by law to make or alter state 
regulations relative to elections for Sena- 


tors and Representatives. There is only’ 


one limitation and that is, Congress shall 
not alter state regulations or laws relating 
to the “places of choosing Senators.” 
Amendment 17 amends the Constitution 
to provide for the election of Senators by 
popular vote, and they are now elected 
in a manner similar to Representatives in- 
stead of by the state Legislatures, as was 
originally done. The state Legislatures, 
under the seventeenth amendment, retain 


, some authority or control in the election 


of Senators, but only in connection with 
vacancies, as it provides that “the Legis 


* 


lature of any state may empower the ex- 
ecutive thereof to make temporary ap- 
pointment until the people fill the vacancies 
by election as the Legislature may direct.” 


The use of the words “may empower” 
and “may direct” makes it permissive rather 
than mandatory for the state Legislature 
to act, and this seems to be entirely in 
keeping with the original intent of the 
framers of the Constitution as expressed 
in Article I, Section 4, which gives Congress 


the right to alter state election laws and 


regulations. 


Inadequate Law in Missouri 


Article II, Section 1, makes provision for 
the election of the President and Vice-Pres- 
ident. That these two officers are like- 
wise representatives of the people no one 
can deny, The control of the Federal Gov- 
eral Government over the election of these 


officers seems to be exclusive. Under this, 


article, “Each state shall appoint in such 
manner as the Legislature thereof may di- 
rect a number of electors equal to the 
whole number of Senators and Represen- 
atives to which the state may be entitled 
n Congress." Here again we find the use 
of the words, “may direct.” The action of 
the state Legislatures is simply administra- 
tive and directory rather than mandatory. 

I have examined the law of my State 
relative to the casting of ballots of mem- 
bers of the military or naval forces passed 
in 1948. I say without fear of contradiction 
that, if the Missouri law prevails, not more 
than a few of the thousands of men and 
women in the service who are on duty qut- 
side of my State will be able to cast a bal 
lot. 


Congress must exercise the powers set 
out in the Constitution and pass legisla- 
tion providing a simple method to take 
care of this question. 


An Obligation on Congress 


The right of the service man to vote is 
the only issue. I say that the Federal 
Government which took these millions of 
men and women from their homes has 
the duty of protecting their right to a 
voice in the control of the Government,. 


Thousands of our young men have al- 
ready died in battle. Other thousands 
have been wounded or are prisoners. Men 
who are willing to die for America are 
certainly fit to vote in America, Unless the 
Federal Government, which sent these men 
and women where they are, provides a 
simple and practical way for them to vote, 
they will not do so. 


* The obligation to provide a means for 
our service men and service women to 
vote rests upon us, Let us fulfill that 
obligation.

Tank warfare, thunderous and brutal, 
gave eloquent evidence to this British cor- 
respondent attached to an American tank 
destroyer unit in' the Tunisian campaign 
that this war is a thing of the machine. 
It is a new kind of war in which man has 
ceased to be thé operator and has become 
virtually the tool, 

Two incidents were enough to prove the 
point to him. The first was an unfortunate 
dive-bombing attack by our planes on one 
of our own tank units. The planes were 
far off their designated target, a tragic 
mistake had been made, but a company 
of the 701 tank destroyers was practically 
immobilized by the attack. 

The second incident was a German tank 
trap into which our tanks daringly Dlun- 
dered. Enemy artillery, cleverly hidden 
to rake our vehicles, knocked out 38 in a 
short, furious battle. Tanks were monsters 
of steel and flame, but vulnerable to ar 
tillery and planes,

Mr. Rame also tells how American 
troops fared in the North African battles. 
Our troops were green. It seemed to him 
that our most serious mistake was under- 
rating the strength of the Germans and 
Italians in men, vehicles and tanks—espe- 
cially tanks, It threw us off balance, he 
thought, to destroy the enemy totals we 
and then discover fresh 
tanks coming im from all directions. 

Moreover, our troops seemed more or 
less indifferent to the stern demands of 
back-breaking work such as trench-digging 
before we tested the mettie of a crafty 
and murderous foe, Some of our soldiers 
thought eight hours was enough to work 
any one day.

URGES EXILED ITALIANS 
INU.S. BE REPATRIATED 


Dorothy Thompson Wants 
Anti-Fascists Sent Home to 
Aid in Reconstruction. 


Dorothy Thompson, columnist, 
has undertaken to organize an 
“Anti-Fascist Repatriation Com- 
mittee, to urge on the State De- 
partment at Washington the right 
of Italian exiles to return to the 
now liberated portion of their 
homeland. 

In a letter which she has sent 
out, asking persons in various 
parts of the United States to join 
her in sponsoring such a com- 
mittee, Miss Thompson explains 
the situation which she is striv- 
ing to remedy, in these words: 

“As you know, a number of 
prominent and experienced Italian 
Anti-Fascists took temporary ref- 
uge in this country during the 
years of Mussolini’s ascendancy. 

“Since the Allied landings, they 
fee] that it is their clear duty to 
the United Nations to return to 
liberated Italy and participate in 
the battle to eject the Nazi armies, 
and in the rebuilding of their 
country on the democratic basis 
envisioned by Messrs. Hull, Eden 
and Molotov at Moscow. 

“According to an interview re- 
ported in the New York Times 
on Oct. 3, 1943, Secretary Hull and 
Count Sforza, head of the Italian 
National Liberation Committee, 
agreed that exiled anti-Fascists 
should be asked to return to Italy. 
Count Sforza particularly urged 
such exiles to apply for visas 
without delay. 

“Yet for some mysterious and 
unexplained reason, the State De- 
partment has flatly refused ap- 
plicants permission to leave this 
country. 

“They are Italians, not Ameri- 
cans. They wish to return to the 
Italy liberated by our armies, and 
there seems to be no valid reason 
why they should be held in the 
United States against their will.” 

Miss Thompson requests prompt 
replies, “as you can readily under- 
stand that the men and women 
concerned ought to receive exit 
permits within the pext few 
weeks.” Her address is 237 East 
Forty-eighth street, New York.

DESCRIBES SUCCESS 
OF SAIP-BOMBING 


Illinois Flyer Cited by Two 
Nations for His Work in 
Developing Tactics. 


Lt. Col. Joseph Randall Holz- 
apple, comamnder of a B-26 Ma- 
rauder bomber group, who has 
been decorated by both British 
and American governments for 
assistance in developing skip- 
bombing tactics, told a  Post- 
Dispatch reporter today he thinks 
skip bombing is as effective on 
land as it is on sea, — 

When he was perfecting his 
ideas on this low-level bombing 
tactic, Col. Holzapple and 11 other 
members of his group made their 


experimental tests at the edge of 
a desert in North Africa. Their 
experiments apparently were suc- 
cessful, for when put into prac- 
tice against Axis shipping in the 
Sicilian Straits, Col. Holzapple and 
his group accounted for 11 Nazi 
merchant vessels. 

Col. Holzapple is visiting his 
sister, Mrs. A, J. Ritter, 2662 Tele- 
graph road, Lemay. He is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. N. A. Holzapple 
of Minier, Ill,, and before enlisting 
as a flying cadet Jan. 1, 1941, he 
was an insurance salesman. He is 
29 years old, 

Credited With Two Ships, 

Two of the 11 Nazi ships Col, 
Holzapple’s group acounted for 
were credited directly to him, He 
was leading six Marauders on pa- 
trol of the Mediterranean, he said, 
when he sighted the large convoy 
with six escort destroyers and two 
large destroyers guarding it. 

“They were heading north \ to- 
ward Sicily,” he related. “I told 
my men to feint toward the large 
destroyers. By doing that we drew 
the fire of the escort vessels away 
from the immediate convoy posi- 
tion. Suddenly we turned and 
dove in for some broadside skip- 
bombing of the merchantmen.” 

Col. Holzapple later learned the 
two ships he sank were loaded 
with food for Nazi and Italian 
soldiers in Sicily. 

Got U. S. British’ Medals. 

He received the American Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross and the 
British Distinguished Flying Cross 
for his skip-bombing work, In ad- 
dition, he had been decorated with 
an Air Medal and 10 Oak Leaf 
Clusters for outstanding work on 
other missions, 

His ‘group took part in the soft- 
ening-up process at Salerno just 
prior to the invasion, he said, and 
the flyers in his command are 
making constant raids on Nazi 
installations at Rome. 

“Three weeks ago,” he said, “I 
flew over the Vatican and it 
looked all right to me.” He indi- 
cated no American bombs had 
ever touched any part of Vati- 
can City, despite German propa- 
ganda claims. He is here on a 
mission for the Army, he _ said, 
and will return to North Africa 
soon.

The cutbacks referred to in the 
report resulted in the gradual re- 
Jease of 10,000 worktrs from the 
St. Louis Ordnance Plant and the 
rélease of 2800 more with the clos- 
ing of the Weldon Spring Ord- 
nance Works, Munitions plants 
in other cities in the Elghth Fed- 
eral Reserve District, however, 
have not reduced employment, the 
review said, and are far below 
their forecast employment peaks. 

Coal output in the district in- 
creased 6 per cent during 1943 in 
spite of numerous labor difficul- 
ties, but oil producti declined, 
because of a decrease In the out- 
put at Illinois fields. 

The dollar volume of department 
store sales in 1943 was 13 per cent 
higher than in 1942, and a trend 
on the part of buyers to demand 
better quality merchandise was 
noticed, volume of wholesale trade 
during the year did not register 
as pronounced an increase as re- 
tail trade. 

Bank Deposits Higher.

out this year in St. Louis very dry,

.30 of an inch, or 2.04 inches below 
what has come to be regarded as 
normal. Except for 1919 when the 
total rainfall was .13 of an inch, 
it was the driest January in the 


107 years records have been kept 
here. Most of the little moisture 
that fell last month came at the 
tag end—on the 27th. The only 
other dampness was onthe night 
of the second and the early morn- 
ing of the third when a wet snow 
melted down to .6 of an inch of 
moisture, 

Despite three thick and eight 
moderate smoke palls, the sun 
shone cheerfully most of the time, 
giving .the month 66 per cent of 
all the Bunshiny hours possible. 
There hasn’t been so much Janu- 
ary sunshine here since 1919 (75 
per cent); the average is only 49 
per cent, 

Last month also was the wramest 
January since 19389. The mean 
temperature was 37.6 degrees, or 
6.5 degrees above normal; in 1939 
the mean was 40.4. A minor rec- 
ord was established on Jan. 27, 
when the thermometer reached 70 
degrees, tne highest ever recorded 
for that date here. The low tem- 
perature was 6 degrees on the 
13th, mild compared to the 22-be- 
low record of 1884, There were 
only 17 days when the tempera- 
ture dropped as low as 32 degrees. 

All in all, it was a rather pleas- 
ant month ‘and people who fled to 
Florida or California might have 
stayed home and put that —— 
into war bonds.

ABIES and children do. not 
B often need surgery, fortun- 
ately. The most important 
decision to make is not so much 
whether an operation should be 
done as when. If an operation is 
indicated at the time of birth for 
some congenital defect it had bet- 
ter be done within the first 48 
hours rather than later. Curiously, 
a new born baby stands surgery 
better than when it is a week or 
two or a month older. 
A frequent congenital anomaly 
is hernia: It may be of the in- 


guinal variety essentially the same 
as the common hernia of adults, 


or umbilical (at the navel). 
Inguinal hernia in a baby is 


more easily repaired after the first 
year. So the best advice is to wait. 
The yarn truss, although not cura- 
tive, should be used untijgetime for 
the operation. When the hernia is 
too big for the truss to hold it, or 


because of the inaptitude of the 


parents or the intolerance of the 
child, operation is advisable re- 
gardless of age. ,

UMBILICAL HERNIAS which 
protrude only one-half to one inch 
above the level of the abdominal 
wall, and with a ring that admits 
only the tip of the little finger, 
can almost always be cured by 
strapping with adhesive tape. So 
it is better to withhold surgery on 
these until it is seen whether con- 
servative treatment will be suc- 
cessful. Some umbilical hernias, 
however, require surgery as soon 
after birth as possible. It is for 
the surgeon to decide which these 
are, 

Undescended testis, which may 
be mistaken for hernia should not 
be operated on until between nine 
and twelve. years. 


Among other congenital defects, 
harelip should be repaired as early 
in infancy as possible during the 
third or fourth week of life when 
the feeding habits have become es- 
tablished and a continuous weight 
gain ig apparent. The longer the 
operation is delayed the larger the 
defect becomes because of the lat- 
eral pull of the muscles of the face

IF THE HARELIP is compli- 
cated by cleft palate, repair should 
not be undertaken in early infancy 
because the tissues on either side 
of the mouth are too narrow. The 
best time is at the age of one and 
a half to two years. Great im- 
provement has been made in these 
operations, not only in principle 
but in the skill of those who now 
undertake. such procedures. If the 


nose can be closed off and the * 
terior palate repaired, the child 


will be able to speak and eat with- 
out difficulty. 


What’ we have been describing 
are congenital defects. The dis- 
eases (not defects) for which sur- 
gery is indicated and which ap- 
pear in the early period of life are 
few and not very frequent. Ap-
